Great bitterness was expressed by
both sides in the factionnl controversy
among the teachera ns to the method of
distributing advances, The olive branch
extended by the eltinens’ committes in
the, form of a solution that promisid to
unite both sidex was rudely snatched
from their hands bf the finance commit-
tee and the figurative hatehet which was
to have been buried now threatens to be
buried figuratively in somebody's head.

Need Two-thirds Vote

A two-thirds vote by the board for
uny plan to provide. increases for the
tonchers is necossary. For months it hns
been a matter of great difficulty to get
ten members or & quorum of the fifteen
members of the board present at o meet-
of the finanee

ing.
Yesterday's meetin

committee found the tﬁ( members hope-
lensly deadlocked on the question of how
to distribute the money, and whether to
borrow more or use what was in hand.
The proposition advanced by Simon
Gratz, president of the board, provided
for a flat inerease of £200 apiece to all
teachers and other employes except jani-
tors, engineers and medical inspectors.
It also provided for the borrowing of
£400,000 from pext year's asscts,
